Naples and its Environs. 

The beauties of the Bay of Naples have not 
been exaggerated. The harbor was much smal- 
ler than | expected to find it, and the shipping 
does not equal that of Boston either in the num- 
ber or the size of the vessels. A considerable 
part of the bay is too shallow to afford anchorage 
even for small vessels, and it is occupied as the 
rendezvous of fishing boats and pleasure boats, 
_ of which there are many the wh 0 thus cluster- 
ed together. In its associations with the com- 
merce of the world, in sweep and depth and 
majesty, in the roll of mighty rivers and their 
striggle with ocean tides, in its floating forest, 
bedecked with the streamers of every nation, 
in its peopled islands adorned with palaces, and 
its spreading cities upon either shore, the bay 
of New York very far exceeds the bay of Na- 

les. 

But New York bay is not a unit, the eye can- 
not take it in at a glance; from no point can its 
whole scope be seen from the Hook to the Bat- 
tery, it has its upper and its lower; it is broken 
by the long reach of Staten Island ; it is formed 
on the scale of the panorama rather than of the 
— But the bay of Naples is a picture—a 

eautiful picture—a perfect icturd) one that you 
can look upon as a whole from one point and 
another and then examine in detail, without be- 
ing Oppressed with its vastness, and without 
losing in its diversities the sense of its complete- 
ness. In this tespect—as a picturesque object 
to be seen and enjoyed, the bay of Naples alto- 
gether transcends that of New York,—large 
enough to meet the conception of vastness, 
swelling outward into the sea, and in that direc- 
tion bounded only by its horizon, aud yet com- 
ee and definite enough to meet the sense of 
uty. Ithas the further advantage of being 
flanked on either hand by massive mountains, 
while its islands give it a pleasing variety with- 
out breaking the impression by their own prom- 
inence. 

The city, too, spreads gracefully around it— 
as if Brooklyn, New York and Jersey City form- 
ed one continuous circuit about the harbor—and 
rises over it in tiers of buildings crowned with 


forts and towers. From whatever point it is

— In 1809, several regiments in Spain encamped 
‘in a hak dred ravine that had 


een lately the 
stony bed of a watercourse. It contained neither 
vegetation nor mud ~The pools of water stand- 
ing in the rock were so clear that the soldiers 
eagerly encamped about them. The place prov- 
ed pestiferous as any fen. Several of the men 
were seized with violent remittent fever betore 
they could move trom the bivouac next morning. 

After the battle of Talavers, the army retreat- 
ed along the course of the Guadiapa. The 
country was so dry for the want of rain. that the 
river course Was no more than a line of detach- 
ed pools. The troops along this tract “suilered,” 
says Dr. Ferguson, * from remittent fevers of 
such destructive malignity, that the enemy, and 
all Enrope. believed that the British host was 
extirpated.” 

The river Tagus at Lisbon, about two miles 
broad, separates a healthy from a sickly region. 
On the healthy side the country is bare hill and 
rock, with water courses. | 

On the other side, the Alentejo land is quite 
dry, tlat and sandy. That side is held in occu 
pation by Malaria. In and near Lisbon are ma- 
ny gardens in which stone reservoirs hold water 
during the three months’ drought, water foul and 

utrid, close to houses and the sleeping-rooms. 

hese reservoirs do not breed fever, amoug peo- 
ple who live and breathe in their atmosphere ; 
yet one night’s sleep upon the sand shore of the 
Alentejo, where no water at all has been seen 
for months—no putrid water ever—would proba- 
bly secure to the peasant a strong dose of re- 
mittent fever. 

This does not mean to say that the product of 
vegetable decomposition is not an unwholesome 
thing. It means that is not Malaria. All that 
is required for the producuom of Malaria seems 
to be that an deaubont soil be soaked with wa- 
ter and then dried. The higher the drying tem- 
perature, and the quicker the process, the more 
plentiful and the more virulent will be the pois- 
on generated. 

alaria springs rather from a surface that 
having been wetted has been dried, than from a 
surface that continues to be wet. The edges of 


‘a swamp which dry, become wet, or dry again, 


according to the season, are more dangerous 
than the perpetually wet ground in the centre. 
When streams have overflowed their banks and 
then retired again, it is from the dried or half- 
dried ground on either side of them that fevers 
come. 

Low damp grounds that have been drying 
and producing Loam become healthy when the 
ram sets in, that floods them over. Whenever 
Malaria has power to poison, she is more pro- 
ductive of disease and death, agues and fey 
in hot and dry years, than in years that are 


and moist. In the West Indi in the higher 
grounds, the cooler parts, Malaria dispenses 

ison in its mildest form, producing agues ; 
ower down, in warmer tracts, remittent fevers 
are the common form, but in the lowest and the 
hottest pagis, the fever is continued. This fact

that a well seasoned soldier, coming down from 
the upper barracks in full health to mount the 
night guard, was seized with furious delirium 
while standing sentry, and died of yellow fever, 
or of something very like it, thirty hours after he 
to his barracks. In those 
upper barracks, including women and children, 
no fever of any kind afflicted those who did not 
zo down upon duty. In the middle barracks, at 
a height of five hundred feet, there occurred a 
little fever, but not much worthy of notice. In 
the lower barracks, every man—even those who 
did not go down to the marshes—was attacked 
with remittent fever, and one died. The Itali- 
ans in the neighborhood of the Pontine Marshes 
have been taught by experience to perch their 
villages on the hills. 

It is after the heat of summer, in autumn. that 
the poison of Malaria begins to work. Where 
the venom is’ peculiarly concentrated, it may 
kill speedily, asin the case of the sentinels just 
mentioned ; but in temperate climates, the pois- 


on is both weaker and slower in its action.— | 


Many of the men who inhaled the poison of 
Malaria at Walcheren, experienced no bad ef- 
fects until they had réturned to England, and 
wrens lived for some months at home. Irish 
larvesters carry the poison home with them fre- 
quently from’ Lincolnshire, and are attacked 
with agues weeks or months afterwards in lre- 
a on the provocation of an egst wind or a 
chill. 

It is also a well known fact, that the inhabit- 
ants of districts subject to Malaria become sea- 
soned. At Walcheren the natives would not 
believe that their home was unhealthy. In the 
pestilential plains of Estremadura, the natives 
averred that the soldiers were swept off by 
The seasoned inhabitants of such 
malarious places are not, however, strong or 
long-lived men. . They are puny, sallow, feeble. 
spiritless, abounding in swelled bellies and 
wasted limbs. Even the stranger, having had 
his dose of fever, becomes seasoned to the 
poison. The French General Monnet, who 
commanded for seven years at Flushing, re- 
commended, therefore, that however officers 
and men might demur, garrisons should be kept 
stationaty in unhealthy places. He adduces 
the instance of a French regiment in Walche- 
ren, Which suffered in the second year of its 
residence there, only half the sickness it had 
suffered in the first year, and in the third year 
almost none at all. 

To the statement that the dwellers in a dis- 
trict subject to Malaria, though seasoned, are un- 
healthy in it, an exception has to be made, in 
the ease of the negro. “To him,” says Dr. 
Ferguson. * miasmita are, in fact, no poison. 
The warm, moist, low and leeward situations 
where these pernicious exhalations are yenera- 
ted and concentrated, prove to him congenial. 
He delights in them, for there he é@énjoys lile 
and health, as much as his feelings are abhor- 
rent to the current winds that sweep the moun- 


tain tops, where alone the whites find security | 


against endemic fevers.” 

There is also an exception again in favor of 
the black color among swamps. The exhala- 
tions from black peat-moss are said positively 
not to occasion intermittents. The marshy tracts 
in many parts of Scotland and Ireland, covered 
with peat-moss, are quite free from fevers. The 
same is the case in the instance of the Dismal 
Swamp, which covers a hundred and fifty thou- 
sand acres ,on the frontiers of Virginia and 
North Carolina. , 

What else we have to say about Malaria will 
chiefly concern certain peculiarities of chartac- 
ter and habit, by a knowledge of which we 
may, in case of need, perhaps be able to protect 
ourselves against her deadly enmity. 

Like many other bad things, Malaria is most 
dangerous at night: she poisons in the dark 
most efficaciously. To sleep out of doors in a 
Malarious district is to ensure the imbibition of 
poison. <A ship of war having touched at the 
island of St. Thomas, sixteen of the crew slept 
several nights ashore—all of these had yellow 
fever, arMi thirteen died. The two hundred and 
eighty other men went freely ashore in parties 
of twenty and thirty during the day, returning 
to the ship at night. Noillness occurred among 


them. Such cases might be inde fi- 
nitely. The reapers in the Campo Morto, a part 


of the fatal Maremma, are allowed to sleep tor 
two hours at mid-day ; it is then only that they 
can do sowithout danger. All! strangers are we 
monished at Rome not to seek coolness by cross- 
ing the Pontine Marshes after the heat of the 
heat of the day is ever. Though they are cross- 
ed in six or. eight hours, many travellers who 
traversed them at night have been attacked by 
violent and mortal fevers. Wise people, there- 
fore, in malarious districts will oval the night 
air altogether.

News of great interest to the Christian World 
THE CHINESE REVOLUTION. i 

Editor of the Pacific :=-im your paper of June 
3d, was published a letter which excited the sur- 
prise of many, I have learned, on account of the 
broad assertions made in it, in relation to the 
Christian character of the “ rebellion,” ot rather 
REVOLUTION, now in progress in China. I 
should remark that those conclusions were the 
result of a careful attention to all the items of 
information received from that country within 
the past two years, and that they were at length 
made satisfactory by the translations of Chris- 
tian edicts, and letters from American missiona- 
ries, received by the ship Jamestown. Opinions 
of the character of this movement will reach 
you through very different channels. Of those 
that are unfavorable, some will be derived from 


| merchants who are irritated on account of the 


“ stoppage of trade ;” some through persons in- 
timate with, or influenced by, wealthy Chinese 
merchants or officials, who dread any popular 
disturbance ; some through men engaged in the 
opium trade, who are displeased with the infor- 
mation that the powers to be are hostile to smok- 
ing the drug; some perhaps from persons who 
regard the missionary work, and its results, with 
no great favor. Much, it is to be expected, that 
we would deprecate, will transpire amid the fu- 
rious conflicts of a civil war, for these are always 
the most bloody and ferocions. Men newly in- 
formed of the principles of Christian love and 
pity, and only intent in fulfilling those denunei- 
ations of God’s anger against idolatry and its at- 
tendant vices contained in the Scriptures, (which 
seem so “ impolitic,” and “ narrow-minded ” to 
those who judge things by their own sentiments 
rather than those of the Almighty) will scarce 
spare the “ priests of Baal.” And the spectators 
of horrible carnage that reddened the track 
of the English fleet during the Opium War of 
1839 to 1844, certainly did not have such illus- 
trations of “ the eleventh commandment,” as to 
impress their memory with the peculiar olsiga- 
tions of mercy a Christian army would be ex- 
pected to feel: Besides, multitudes of camp- 
followers, and thieves, keeptike wolves in the 
rear of.a conquering host; and they will often in- 
flict cruelties, and commit excesses, which evena 
Wellington or Clive could not restrain. But, on 
the whole, the reports from the seat of war are 
in a high degree gratifying to witnesses here, 
and honorable to the parties professing to write 
the name of the Most High God on their banners. 
Disinterested and intelligent foreigners there 
will we trust often be enabled to transmit to 
us reports like that which have come from the 
well known American traveler, Bayard Taylor, 
who, we are much gratified to hear, has attached 
himself to the suite of our Commissioner, the 
Hon. H. Marshall, now on board the steamship 
Susquehanna in the Yang-tsz-kiang river. The 
view he takes is one liberal, manly, and proba- 
bly correct. He writes as follows: 

“ The rebels boldly avow their intention of 
overthrowing the present dynasty. They exhibit 
the greatest skill and judgment in their opera- 
tions, and their career is marked by a succession 
of uninterrupted trinmphs. They retain no city 
or fortress which they capture, respect private 
Property; commit no outrages on individuals, and 
seek to conciliate those whom they conquer.— 
The consequence is, their ranks are continually 
increasing, and unless checked before long, they 
will succeed in their aims. Should the rebels 
succeed, the probable etlect will be to open all 
parts of China to the world. The crisis is in- 
tensely interesting. It is the first time in early 
two centuries that the Imperial Government has 
been sefrqusly menaced.” 


By the British bark Raleigh, which arrived on 
the 8th from Hongkong, we have news from the 
South of China to May 17th, and from the North 
to the 7th previous. These inform_us that Sir 
George Bonham, the English Governor of Hong 
Kong, had just returned*from a visit to Nanking 
in the steam-frigate Hermes, made in order to 
contradict the lying edicts of the Imperalist 
officers in relation to the assistance they expect- 
ed to obtain from foreign powers, and to assure 
the revolutionists of the neutrality of Great 
Britain. The oflicers of the Hermes confirm, in 
an amazingly distinct and striking manner, the 
hopes to which the edicts of Tai-ping and his 
generals, translated by the Rev. Dr. Medhurst of 
Shanghai, and noticed in the Pacific of June 3, 
had given assurance. How the heart of a Chris- 
tian beats with unutterable delight to read the 
indubitable evidences of such a work in the 
heart of this vaast and hitherto most impenetra- 
ble of all existing heathen empires; the over- 
throwing by a sudden imgpiration of heaven sent 
enthusiasism for God, arf truth, and reason, all 
these most ancient, and wide-spread, and deep- 
ly-rooted, and seemingly irradicable systems of 
superstition, folly, and iniquity. Those who 
comprehend the tremendous obstacles that for 
long centuries have resisted the labors, and 
crushed the courage of Christiahs, will see in 
this the manifest hand of the Lord God Almigh- 
ty, honoring, and yet exhibiting itself as infi- 
nitely superior to all our past toils, and suffer- 
ings, in behalf of this cause. 

An officer of the Hermes writes a letter in the 
Friend of China, describing the progress of the 
steamer up the swift and winding Yang-tsz- 
kianng from Shanghai,which place they left 
about April 22. It is so interesting and contains 
news so important that it may be quoted at 
length. 


' At Tautoo, we learned from the few priests re- 
maining that a party of the rebels left the 
place only three days before, after having de- 
strayed ail the idols, &c., throwing several into 
the’sea. We saw a number floating about, look-

At suhset the 
decks were cleared, and thus ended the first in- 
terview with the subjects at Tai-ping Wang. ° 
28th —Hundreds of rebels visiting the steam- 
ers; in fact a constant stream of boats flying 
between the ship andthe shore. At noon was 
visited by the Destetery of State in his boat, 
preceded by a smaller one, having six musicians 
in her, who played in the true China spirit. It 
was this day arranged that Sir George and suite 
should land the following day at 10, to meet the 
chiefs. A request was made that the streets 
should ba cleared of followers, etc. | 
You would hardly credit the destruction an 
waste of property. When a boat, junk, or raft 
gets adrift from the rebel side of the river, they 
do not attempt to bring it back, but to prevent 
it from getting into the hands of the [mperialists 
they set fire to all. This evening, had to get 
under weigh to clear a large raft on fire, which 
came down with the stream—it was a dark night, 
and this, with several junks on fire, gave a grand 
and awful effect to surrounding objects. 
29th—Every one on the tiptoe of expectation 
of getting on shore to see the wonders of our 
Christian brothers’ camp: but great was the dis- 
pleasure manifested by all when they learnt that 
Sir George had discovered that his goifig to visit 
the chiefs would be violating the existing treaty 
with China, and consequently he could not go 
otlicially. However, our brothers on shore were 
in earnest, for, true to the time, at 10 o'clock 
could be sgen the Secretary of State hurrying 
down to the landing place, with a numerous and 
orderly retinue well provided with horses and 
chairs for his Excellency and suite. The day 
was windy, yet there appeared no hesitation in 
giving us a proper reception. They remained 
there until half-past twelve, their patience no 
doubt much exhausted, and not much accustom- 
ed to dance attendance on foreigners, they then 
marched otf. [We may not copdoann the appar- 
ently wavering conduct of Sir George. It is 
periectly consistent with the usual course of di- 
plomacy in the East.—Ep. F. or C.] At the earn- 
est request of Meadows, it was finally arranged 
that himself, Fishbourne, his First Lieutenant, 
and Mr. Woodgate should goon shore to apolo- 
gize for the apparent slight. At one o'clock they 
landed,*procured horses and rode into the city. 
Fishbourne took an English Bible, the Scriptures 
in Chinese and MeGowan’s Anatomy, all of 
which he presented to the Secretary of State. 1 
know not what transpired, but I believe every- 
thing passed off satisfactorily. They did not 
see the head chiefs as at first was intended. © ft 
was dark betore they returned to the ship. Du- 
ring the day, numbers of people visited the ship. 
Haviny a slight knowledge of the Chinese lan- 
guage, | frequently put the question, ‘“ When do 
you. intend coming to Shanghai!” and every 
auswer | got convinced me the people were in 
total ignorance of such a place; and I am of 
opinion that it was of minor importance in their 
eyes and had only risen in importance since 
1842. The greatest number of the people con- 
sist of Kwangtung and Kwangsi men. The crew 
of the Hermeg having recently captured some 
se jus@s, and having a number of two 
undred swords, they were much praised by the 
rebels. In some instances, upwards of $30 was 
given for one. I sold an umbrella for $15 and 
an ordinary pair of pistols for $80, The Hermes 
was quite a fair at all times. Sir George, Capt. 
F. and Mr. Meadows, being the only ones not 


-engaged in trucking. Gold and silver rings and 


bracelets gag of no value to them when in 
want of either a two-bladed sword or an English 
umbrella. Mr.’- sold an umbrella for $32, 
and the illustrious Mr. could be seen cruis- 
ing about with an umbrella and spy glass, for 
which he demanded exhorbitant prices; and I 
hear a good trade was carried on in the peep- 
show line, some of them demanding a ring ora 
bracelet tora look through a spyglass. The 
decks were constantly crow&ed with visitors.— 
Some went aloft as high as the tops, whilst 
others more curious were to be seen climbing 
over the cranks and beams of the machinery. — 
While the Hermes crew were at meals, all were 
ordered out of the ship, & although many were to 
be put out by force, they muttered no complaint. 
During the interval of dinner, there would be 
quite an audience in the boat astern, at times so 
numerous as to. almost break down the house. 
Many of them had great and frequent occasions 
to be annoyed with the foreigners ; still during 
all the time we were there, I never heard one 
obscene or abusive expression escape from their 
lips, but on the contrary, it was.a pleasure to hear 
them call each other and ourselves brothers. 
Their conduct much surprised me. Several 
small articles were about the boat, and although 
hundreds must have passed over the boat, in no 
instance was anything lost, nor did I hear of any 
attempt to steal. They were all all young men, 
well clothed, fed, and all happy. We saw no 
lame or sick, nor any women among them. 
30th—This day was occupied negotiating, but | 
while they were pending no man went on shore.

Sowe put our wives and 
children ins the middle, and not only forced a 
passage but completely beat our enemies.” Af- 
tera short pause he added—* If it be the will 
of God that our Prince of Peace shall be the 
Sovereign of China, he will be the Sovereign of 
China. If not, then we will die here.” 

The man who used this language o! courage- 
ous fidelity to the cause in every extreme and of 
confidence in God, was a shrivelled-up, elderly, 
little individual, who made an odd fignre in his 
yellow and red hood. But he could think the 
thoughts and speak the speech of a hero. He 
and others like him have succeeded in infusing 
their own sentiments of courage and morality to 
no slight extent, considering the materials opera- 
ted upon, into the minds of their adherents. One 
instance was a youth of nineteen, who acted as 
one of the guides to a party that rode into Nan- 
king, and who again and again, as he ran along 
on foot, begged and beseeched Mr. laterpreter 
Meadows, if he came back from Shanghal, to 
bring him a double sword; but also exhorted 
that gentleman to refrain from smoking, from 
drunkenness, and other vices, with a simple 
earnestness at ounce amusing and admirable.— 
This lad, the son of a literary graduate in Hu- 
nan, of the second degree, and himself no bad 
scholar, had left his father’s house at the age of 
seventeen, and traveled some days to join the 
Insurgent camp before Kwei-lin, prompted by 
an adventurous spirit to share in “conquering the 
rivers and mountains,” the expression by which 
the “ holy warriors ” of Tai-ping designate their 
enterprise. 

That there are ambitious self-deceivers, 
shrewd imposters, and calculating hypocrites 
among them in plenty, we doubt not. We ala 
doubt not that numbers join and will continue in 
their ranks, influenced exclusively by motives 
as wild and ignoble as those which guide the 
conduct of so many professed Christians of the 
West. But among the leaders and origiffators 
of the movement, there are unmistakeable signs 
of a good leaven, which we trust and earnestly 
wish may ultimajely spread throughout the 
whole mass. One convincing proof of the sin- 
cerity of the ruling minds is that, while fighting 
to free their country from a foreign yoke and 
anxious to obtain adherents, they nevertheless 
throw great difficulties in the way of a rapid in- 
crease of numbers by insisting on the general 
adoption of a new and reviled religion learnt 
from “ barbarians.” 

While they have manifestly derived their re- 
ligious beliefs from the writings, if not in some 
cases the direct teachings, of foreign Protestant 
missionaries, they appeared to be extremely ig- 
norant of foreign nations. Canton was known 
to them as the seat of a foreign commerce, but 
Shanghai (which has ind sprung into im- 
portance dnring the few years they have been 
fighting in the West) was found to be quite un- 
known to several of the leading men. It is 
gratifying to learn that under these circumstan- 
ces the existence of a common religious belief 
disposed them to regard their “ foreign breth- 
ren’ with a frank friendliness which past expe- 
rience renders it difficult to comprehend in a 
Chinese, but which we earnestly trust every ef- 
fort wlll be made to cultivate and establish in 
their minds. It would, to —_ of nothing else, 
do more for our commercial interests, should the 
Insurgents succeed, than hundreds of ships and 
regiments. We understand that, —- a ride 
of ten or twelve miles in the city of Nanking 
back, along what may at present be called one 
of the streets of a large camp, Mr. Meadows did 
not hear one of those abusive and ee 
epithets applied to himself or companions whic 
have always been so liberally bestowed on 
ing foreigners by the heathen Chinese. ere 
was also the fullest evidence that the obscene 
expressions with which the latter garnish all 
their conversations are prohibited and almost 
banished from the language of the Christians. 

We have not time or space to say more at 

resent. We have t it advisable to dwell, 
in the first instance, mainly on the most striki 
and momentous feature of the moment—its reli- 
gious and puritanical element—a feature now 
placed beyond all doubt, but which the previous 
conceptions of many forei will cause them 
to regard with the greatest astonishment, if not 
credulity, in an body of Chingse. 
hereafter to b 


energy and spirit of the army, their past success- 
es, their religious enthusiasm (for even if not all 


that we would desire, yet thie must infuse a fire 
irresistable by those not sustained by so potent 
a principle, as in the case of the armies of Mo- 
hammed): and farther, when we remember the 
feebleness of the reigning dynasty, its foreign 
origin, its extreme unpopularity with ihe proud 
Chinese, and the disordered and rebellious oon- 
dition exhibited in,every portion of the Empire 
for many years past. As the revolutionists ap- 
proach Peking, they will be encountered by 
Tartar troops fresh from Manchuria, Mongolia, 
and other Tartar regions tributary to the present 
emperor. Forces have already been summoned 
from Kirin and Amour. Vast hordes will rejoice 
in the license to descend, like vandals on the 
peacé and rich plains of China. It may be a 
long and a terrible struggle. The aid of Eng- 
land and America will be invoked by the native 
Chinese, as in has been by the Tartars. But the 
power of the principle of Christianity, and the 
blessing of Almighty God, will crown with suc- 
cess a standard on which His name is blazoned. 
Waken, waken, O Christians, to the considera- 
tion of results of a dignity so stupendous, to 
meditate the circumstances in which we, the 
people of America, and above all we in Califor- 
nia are placed. China, for four thousand years 
emptying her countless millions into the pit of 
the condemnation of those that have forgotten 
God, China, the ancient “ Cotbay,” the far more 
ancient “land of Sinini,’ yes, even CHINa, is

Sacramento Correspondence. 


SacRaMENTO, July 12th, 1853. 

Mr. Editor :—We ought, you will say, to have 
sent you an account of our celebration of the 
National Anniversary in season for your last 
week’s issue. But, as we were unable to do so, 
here you have it a week behind time. 

We had no grand ceremonies for the whole 
city. Our military were with you at the Bay. 
Many of our people were also absent, visiting, 
sight-seeing, and ruralizing. Our churches were 
pretty thin on the Sunday preceeding the Fourth. 
The fire companies had a parade in the morning 
of the Fourth. One of the companies went out 
on a picnic later in the day. The others got up 
a ball for the evening. Parties rode out to vari- 
ous points in the country for fresh air, and farm 
products. And the great mass felt free to do 
pretty much as they listed. 

The great feature of the day, however, was 
the turn out of our Sunday schools in a Union 
celebration. The Psalmist hath written; “ Lo 
children are an heritage of the Lord. As 
arrows in the hand of a mighty man, so are chil- 
dren of the youth. Happy is the man that hath 
his quiver full of them.” And so thought the 
throngs of spectators, as the Sunday school pre- 
cession moved through the streets. It was a 
most cheering sight. The wonder with the 
multitudes was, where they all came from. We 
have nearly 500 children in our Sunday schools 
now. which is twice the number we had a year 
ago. These with superintendents, officers, and 
teachers made a fine show, with flags and ban- 
ners. 

The various schools assembled at an early 
hour at their usual places, and then met at Rey. 
Mr. Benton's church; whence they were escor- 
ted in grand procession, by the Sacramento fire 
company No. 3., with a band of music, to the 
Levee. Tle procession was in charge of Mr. 
Tukey, late of Boston, as chief marshall, and 
several assistants. From the Levee, the schools 
were taken to Wilson’s grove, by the Up-river 
steamers, Sutter, and Plumas, whose agents and 
officers rendered these services free of charge. 
The grove was cool and shady, and the air de- 
lightful. 

On the ample grounds the children disported 
themselves, as only children can, with swings, 
hoops, graces, battledoors, balls, fishing-rads, 
fire crackers, &c., for several hours. Bottled 
soda, ice-water, and lemonade .were dispensed 
freely. A long table was set, and loaded with 
every variety of edibles. At noon all ate, chil- 
dren, parents, and visitors, of whom there were 
hundreds, to their stomachs’ content. At 2 o’- 
clock the company assembled about the stand. 
The Declaration was read by Rey. Mr. Benton. 
Rey. B. T. Crouch, jr. delivered the regular 
anniversary address, which was carefully writ- 
ten. Rev. Mr. Stratton addressed the children, 
and Rey. Mr. Benton the teachers and parents. 
The pupils of the schools sang before and be- 
tween these exercises, after their joyous fashion. 
They voted thanks, and gave cheers to all that 
had contributed to the enjoyment of the day. 
At five o’clock, all returned from the grove, and 


sought their homes. Nothing occurred to mar 
the day’s festivities, and it will be remembered 
till another one comes.

rm. How then shall these extremes 
avoided? Hermatadt proposes a 
remedy.

covery. He received from a great dis- 
tance, certain grains which are usually 
hard to procure in England, if imported 
in the common way. The seeds were 
mixed with dried grapes, or raisins. He 
sowed them in pots, and they all came 
up. Since that he has ordered his seeds, 
sent from foreign countries, to be put in 
blotting paper, and wrapped up with 
raisins, or with moist coarse su 
‘Thus far he has never had a failure with 
seeds put up; while those put up in the 
ordinary way, failed to germinate, al- 
though similar to the former. 

Would it not be well to expose many 
of our garden seeds to gentle moisture 
of raisins or sugar for some weeks be- 
fore the. earth is sufficiently warm for 
planting?
